REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  2967] 


The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (S.  2967)  to  amend  the  act  of  June  22,  1948  (62  Stat.  568) 
and  for  other  purposes,  having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon 
with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

S.  2967  would  (1)  increase  by  15,000  acres  the  lands  within  the 
roadless  area  of  the  Superior  National  Forest  which  may  be  acquired 
under  the  act  of  June  22,  1948,  (2)  increase  to  $2,500,000  (from 
$500,000)  the  amount  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  lands  under  such  act,  and  (3)  make  section  5  of  such  act 
applicable  to  the  additional  lands  described  by  the  bill  on  June  30, 
1959.  Section  5  provides  for  payment  to  the  State  of  Minnesota  of 
amounts  based  on  the  appraised  value  of  national  forest  lands  in  the 
roadless  area  rather  than  forest  receipts,  as  provided  by  title  16 
United  States  Code,  section  500. 

The  report  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  describing  the 
situation  covered  by  the  bill  and  recommending  its  enactment,  is  as 
follows :

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  for  a 
report  on  S.  2967,  a  bill  to  amend  the  act  of  June  22,  1948  (62  Stat. 
568),  and  for  other  purposes. 

We  recommend  the  enactment  of  S.  2967. 

The  act  of  June  22,  1948,  to  safeguard  and  consolidate  certain  areas 
of  exceptional  public  value  within  the  Superior  National  Forest,  State 
of  Minnesota,  and  for  other  purposes,  authorizes  and  directs  the 
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Secretary  of  Agriculture,  with  the  approval  of  the  National  Forest 
Reservation  Commission,  to  acquire  any  lands  or  interest  in  lands 
situated  within  a  described  part  of  the  Superior  National  Forest, 
Minn.,  where  in  his  opinion  development  or  exploitation,  or  poten¬ 
tialities  for  development  or  exploitation,  of  such  lands  impair  or 
threaten  to  impair  the  unique  qualities  and  natural  featm-es  of  this 
area.  The  described  land  is  part  of  a  designated  roadless  area  within 
the  Superior  National  Forest  and  is  a  wilderness  canoeing  country  of 
outstanding  value.  Section  6  of  the  1948  act  authorized  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  not  to  exceed  $500,000.  This  sum  has  been  appropriated. 

S.  2967  would:  (1)  extend  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  22,  1948, 
to  additional  lands,  which  are  also  within  the  roadless^  area;  (2) 
increase  to  $2,500,000  the  sum  authorized  to  be  appropriated;  and 
(3)  provide  that  the  effective  date  of  application  of  section  5  of  the 
1948  act  to  the  lands  covered  by  S.  2967  would  be  as  of  the  close  of 
fiscal  year  1959.  Section  5  relates  to  payments  to  counties  in  lieu 
of  taxes  of  three-quarters  of  1  percent  of  fair  value  of  the  national/^ 
forest  lands  involved.  .  ^ 

The  Superior  roadless  area  includes  about  1  million  acres  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  Superior  National  Forest.  It  is  an  area  of  lakes, 
forests,  and  streams  ideally  suited  for  outdoor  recreation,  and  uniquely 
adapted  for  canoeing  trips  under  comparatively  primitive  conditions. 

In  1955  an  estimated  70,000  canoeists  used  the  area  in  addition  to 
other  recreationists. 

For  several  decades  efforts  have  been  in  progress  to  preserve  and 
restore  the  wilderness  conditions  of  this  area.  The  act  of  July  10, 
1930  (46  Stat.  1020)  provided  for  retention  by  the  Government  of 
Federal  lands,  preservation  of  timber  along  lakes  and  streams,  and 
maintenance  of  lake  and  stream  levels  within  a  large  area,  including 
the  present  roadless  area.  The  act  of  June  22,  1948,  provided  addi¬ 
tional  authority  for  purchase  of  nonfederal  tracts  in  the  northerly  two- 
thirds  of  the  roadless  area.  Reports  by  this  Department  on  S.  1090 
and  H.  R.  6420,  80th  Congress,  discuss  the  backp’ound  and  problems 
in  this  area.  The  Quetico  Provincial  Park,  a  similar  area  managed  for 
generally  similar  objectives  by  the  Province  of  Ontario,  adjoins  on  the 
north. 

Although  the  act  of  June  22,  1948,  did  not  apply  to  all  of  the  road-  h 
less  area,  it  did  include  that  portion  where  action  to  consolidate  - 
public  ownership  was  most  urgent  at  the  time.  However,  the  part  of 
the  roadless  area  not  covered  by  the  1948  act  is  equally  important  to 
the  public  and  in  order  to  preserve  its  wilderness  qualities  the  act  of 
June  22,  1948,  needs  to  be  extended. 

With  respect  to  our  recommendation  to  increase  the  appropriation 
authorization,  such  increase,  if  implemented,  would  permit  comple¬ 
tion  of  purchases  of  privately  owned  lands  in  the  area  covered  by 
the  1948  act  and  also  purchases  in  the  additional  area  covered  by 
S.  2967.  An  increased  authorization  for  the  area  covered  by  the 
1948  act  is  necessitated  by  (1)  increases  in  property  values  in  the 
agea  generally,  due  to  a  greatly  accelerated  interest  in  and  use  of  the 
lake  country  of  northern  Minnesota,  and  (2)  omission  in  the  original 
estimates  of  certain  properties  which  now  appear  desirable. 

The  substantial  investment  which  the  United  States  already  has  in 
the  roadless  area  should  be  protected  and  the  progi-am  of  consolidation 
completed.  Property  in  this  area  continues  to  be  improved,  thus  add- 
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ing  to  ultimate  cost  of  purchase.  Hence,  prompt  completion  of  the 
consolidation  program  will  tend  to  result  in  lower  total  costs  than  if  the 
program  is  delayed. 

Within  the  roadless  area  now  covered  by  the  1948  act  there  are 
24,650  acres  in  154  ownerships  which  should  be  acquired  to  meet  the 
purposes  of  that  act.  Twenty-six  of  these  ownerships  are  used  for 
commercial  resort  purposes,  37  are  improved  with  cabins  or  other 
structures,  and  91  are  unimproved.  Within  the  roadless  area  not 
covered  by  the  1948  act  to  which  S.  2967  would  apply  there  are  96 
properties  comprising  15,000  acres,  of  which  5  are  used  for  commercial 
resorts,  36  have  other  improvements,  and  55  are  unimproved.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  lands  and  properties  still  to  be  acquired  in  the 
roadless  area  covered  by  both  the  1948  act  and  S.  2967  will  require 
an  additional  $2  million.  Accordingly,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
appropriation  authorization  be  increased  from  $500,000  to  $2,500,000. 

With  respect  to  the  item  in  S.  2967  regarding  national  forest 
receipts:  Section  5  of  the  act  of  June  22,  1948,  provides  for  payment 
to  the  State  from  national  forest  receipts,  for  distribution  to  counties 
in  which  the  described  lands  are  situated,  of  three-fourths  of  1  percent 
of  the  fair  appraised  value  of  national  forest  land  in  the  described 
area,  and  for  reappraisal  of  such  value  at  10-year  intervals.  Such 
reappraisal  will  next  occur  in  fiscal  year  1959;  hence  the  reason  for 
making  the  close  of  fiscal  year  1959  the  effective  date  of  application 
of  section  5  of  the  1948  act  to  the  area  covered  by  S.  2967.  In  the 
interim,  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  May  23,  1908,  and  March  1,  1911, 
(16  U.  S.  C.  500),  which  direct  payment  of  25  percent  of  the  receipts 
from  the  national  forest  to  the  State,  for  benefit  of  schools  and  roads 
of  the  counties  where  the  national  forest  lands  are  situated,  would 
continue  to  apply  to  this  area. 

.  Although  the  general  policy  of  this  Department  is  not  to  favor 
increasing  the  Federal  acreage  in  national  forests,  we  believe  for  the 
reasons  stated  above  that  the  Superior  roadless  area  is  a  justified 
exception  to  this  policy.  Enactment  of  S.  2967  therefore  is 
recommended. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  the  enactment  of  this 
proposed  legislation  would  be  in  accord  with  the  program  of  the 
President.

Thi^hase  of  our  work  abroad  will  deter¬ 
mine  li^arge  measure  what  others  believe 
to  be  th^^dvantages  and  disadvantages  of 
a  close  ecm^mic  and  political  relationship 
with  our  coVmtry.  Here  again  our  efforts 
should  never  l^e  sight  of  the  creative  goals 
which  our  polices  are  designed  to  achieve. 
The  manner  in  \^Hch  we  present  our  defense 
and  economic  development  programs  will  in 
itself  do  much  to  \jiape  foreign  attitudes 
toward  America. 

In  our  relations  witl^he  Communist  na¬ 
tions  we  should  distingufched  between  their 
legitimate  interests  and^oncerns,  which 
need  not  necessarily  conflict  with  our  own, 
and  their  frequently  stated!,  expansionist 
goals  which  lie  at  the  heart  ol  the  present 
conflict.  In  dealing  with  non\communist 
nations,  both  allied  and  neutral,Ne  should 
recognize  not  only  our  own  nati^al  pur¬ 
poses,  but  those  which  motivate  otnter  peo¬ 
ples  and  their  governments.  Only  by  ^der- 
standing  their  perspective  on  world  e^nts, 
even  when  we  disagree  with  it,  will  we  ffl^d 
it  possible  to  communicate,  much  less 
reach  agreement  or  accommodation. 

Palmerston  was  once  quoted  as  saying, 
“Britain  has  no  permanent  friends;  only  per¬ 
manent  interests.”  This  observation  is  valid 
today  for  us,  but  only  if  we  consider  our 
Interests  in  the  framework  of  the  revolu¬ 
tionary,  fast-changing  world  in  which  we 
live.  If  we  do  so,  we  may  be  surprised  at  the 
extent  to  which  they  coincide  with  others’. 

A  year  ago  at  Bandung  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  28  Asian  and  African  nations  out¬ 
lined  their  four  primary  objectives:  freedom 
from  colonial  domination;  dignity  of  the 
individual  regardless  of  his  race,  creed  or 
color;  expanding  economic  opportunities, 
and  peace. 

These  concepts  are  not  Marxist.  They  are 
western  and  American — no  more  and  no 
less  than  a  reflection  in  these  two  vast  con¬ 
tinents  of  the  continuing  American  Revo¬ 
lution  for  which  Jefferson,  Lincoln,  Wilson, 
and  Roosevelt  spoke  so  eloquently. 

What  I  have  suggested  represents  no  less 
than  a  major  change  of  emphasis  in  our 
relations  to  other  peoples  and  a  fresh  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  problem  of  American  security, 
development,  and  growth. 

If  we  have  a  purpose  on  this  eax-th — and 
I  profoundly  believe  that  we  have — it  is  to 
assure  the  preservation  and  the  ultimate  ex¬ 
pansion  throughout  the  world  of  the  spirit 
of  liberal  democracy  with  its  primary  re¬ 
gard  for  the  dignity  and  integrity  of  man. 

Everywhere,  throughout  my  travels  across 
the  United  States — East,  West,  North,  and 
South — I  have  found  Americans  seeking 
earnestly  to  throw  off  their  frustration,  to^ 
achieve  a  new  sense  of  direction.  Where 
their  present  vision  of  America’s  world 
is  too  narrow,  it  is  because  leaders  of  h^h 
political  parties  have  thus  far  failed  tOy^ffer 
the  broader  vision  which  great  Americans 
have  provided  in  earlier  critical  i>ej?lods  of 
our  history,

;nator  Humphrey  is  to  be  congratulated 
fyt  having  initiated  this  important  resolu- 
uon,  and  the  constructive  argument  which 
the  New  York  Times  has  set  forth  in  its  edi¬ 
torials  of  April  29  and  May  2,  I  am  sure,  will 
be  helpful  in  determining  the  decision  of 
the  Senate  committee  dealing  with  this  reso¬ 
lution. 

As  an  American  citizen  who  has  had  the 
advantage  of  following  closely  the  efforts  of 
organized  labor  in  the  United  States  in  its 
fight  against  the  Soviet  Government  ex¬ 
ploiting  workers  of  Russia  and  the  Iron  Cur¬ 
tain  countries,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  believe  that 
the  United  States  Government  would  fail  to 
give  effective  moral  leadership  to  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  convention  by  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Labor  Organization  to  abolish  this  in¬ 
human  exploitation  of  workers. 

The  Department  of  State’s  position  has 
been  most  difficult  to  understand,  since  one 
is  familiar  with  the  courageous  and  forth¬ 
right  efforts  they  have  made  in  the  past  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  world  to  the  extent 
and  use  of  forced  labor  for  political  and  eco¬ 
nomic  reasons  in  Russia,  Red  China,  and 
other  satellite  nations. 

Let  me  again  assure  you  that  the  workers’ 
representative  on  the  United  States  delega¬ 


tion  will  vigorously  support  the  adoptionjBf 
a  convention  and  will  work  diligently  to^- 
licit  support  from  every  other  delega^ at¬ 
tending  the  39th  International  Laboir  Con¬ 
ference.  I  wish  also  to  again  offer  con¬ 
gratulations  to  the  Times  for  iti^igorous 
stand  on  this  issue.  yr

Mr.  HRUSKA.  Mr.  President,  may  we 
have  a  brief  explanation  of  the  bill? 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  An  exi 
planation  is  requested  of  Calendar  N/ 
1984,  S.  3844. 

Mr.  BUSH.  Mr.  President,  the  Aill 
would  provide  Federal  assistance  iri  the 
rehabilitation  and  rebuilding  of  di/aster 
areas  such  as  those  affected  by  me  re¬ 
cent  major  floods  and  hurricanesyof  1955. 
It  would  pennit  Federal  'agencLes  to  ex¬ 
tend  urban  renewal  assistanoe  to  dis¬ 
aster-affected  communities  without  the 
obligation  of  certain  requirements  and 
limitations  which  the  stamte  now  re¬ 
quires  under  normal  situations.  I  shall 
mention  those  requirem^ts  in  a  mo¬ 
ment. 

The  bill  would  amend  existing  law  to 
authorize  Federal  planning  grants  to  a 
community  affected  by  a  major  disaster 
without  regard  to  i^ether  the  commu¬ 
nity’s  population  is/ess  than  25,000 ;  and 
would  increase  t^  planning  grant  or¬ 
ganization  from  y$5  million  to  $10  mil¬ 
lion. 

The  requirements  which  the  bill  would 
waive  are  as  follows: 

It  would  waive  the  requirement  of  a 
workable  pragram,  except  that  a  work¬ 
able  progr^  would  be  required  by  some 
futui’e  date,  determined  by  the  Housing 
Administfator.  One  must  bear  in  mind 
that  th^proposed  law  would  take' effect 
immed^tely  after  a  flood  disaster  oc¬ 
curred  in  a  community.  Therefore  it 
woul/  waive  the  immediate  requirement, 
but /he  bill  would  require  the  commu- 
nit/  to  come  in  at  the  later  date. 

he  bill  would  waive  the  requirement 
t^at  the  urban  renewal  plan  conform 
o  a  general  plan  for  the  locality.  In 
some  of  the  smaller  communities  which 
have  been  devastated  there  has  been  no 
general  plan.  Therefore  the  bill  would 
waive  this  requirement  in  the  case  of  a 
disaster-stricken  community. 

The  bill  would  waive  the  requirement 
at  there  be  a  feasible  method  for  the 
porary  relocation  of  families  dis¬ 
placed  from  the  project  area.  Inasmuch 
as  ^e  displacement  of  many  families 
woulc^robably  already  have  occurred  as 
a  resu\  of  the  major  disaster,  the  relo¬ 
cation  requirements  would  be  modified 
to  permitNhe  local  public  agency  to  pre¬ 
sent  a  plamfor  the  encouragement — to 
the  maximmii  extent  feasible — of  the

fellings  suitable  for  fam- 
B  catastrophe  or  by 
subsequent  redev^^pment  activities. 

The  fourth  waiv^would  be  a  waiver  of 
the  requirement  that^  public  hearing  be 
held  before  any  land  sS^ll  be  acquired  by 
the  local  public  agency\  The  purpose  of 
that,  of  course,  is  to  save\me  and  to  get 
the  job  done. 

Fifth,  the  bill  would  waiv^'^e  require- 
■*nent  that  the  urban  renewaX?irea  be  a 
slum  or  blighted  area. 

Sixth,  the  bill  would  waive  the  Acquire¬ 
ment  with  respect  to  the  predomi: 
residential  character  of  urban -reri^al 
areas. 

I  might  say  with  respect  to  the 
point  that  an  area  I  have  in  mind,  for  in¬ 
stance,  is  Farmington,  Conn.,  which

REPORT 

[To  accompany  H.  R.  8657] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  8657)  to  amend  the  act  of  June  22,  1948  (62  Stat.  568),  and 
for  other  purposes,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably 
thereon  without  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

STATEMENT 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  additional 
private  land  holdmgs  within  the  wilderness  area  of  the  Superior 
Wational  Forest,  Mum.,  to  authorize  additional  appropriations  of  $2 
''million  for  this  purpose,  and  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  acquisition 
act  of  June  22,  1948,  to  the  lands  so  acquu-ed.  The  additional  area 
within  which  the  purchase  program  may  be  carried  out  is  described 
in  detail  in  the  hill  and  comprises  some  15,000  acres. 

THE  WILDERNESS  AREA 

The  land  of  lakes,  streams,  and  forests  lying  on  the  United  States- 
Canadian  border  and  comprismg  the  northern  part  of  Superior  Na¬ 
tional  Forest,  Minn.,  has  long  been  noted  for  its  natural  beauty.  In 
1930,  Congress  recognized  the  value  to  the  Nation  of  preserving  the 
wilderness  character  of  this  unique  area  and  enacted  the  Shipstead- 
Nolan  Act  which  provided  for  maintaining  the  natural  water  level  of 
the  lakes  and  streams,  restricted  the  cutting  of  timber  on  national 
forest  lands,  and  prohibited  additional  settlement  in  the  area.  Pur¬ 
suant  to  this  act  an  area  of  about  1  million  acres  was  designated  as 
a  “roadless  area,”  in  which  no  permanent  roads  are  to  be  built,  and 
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about  35  percent  of  the  area  was  established  as  a  “no  cut”  area,  in 
which  no  commercial  cutting  of  timber  is  permitted  on  national 
forest  land. 

Unfortunately,  numerous  tracts  of  land  within  the  wilderness  area 
were  in  private  ovmership  at  the  time  the  area  was  established.  For 
several  years  the  very  wilderness  character  of  the  area  and  the  lack 
of  transportation  helped  to  prevent  undue  exploitation  and  commer¬ 
cial  development  of  these  private  holdings.  After  World  War  II, 
however,  development  of  the  cargo-carrying  au’plane  made  it  possible 
and  feasible  to  transport  building  materials  and  other  cargo  mto  and 
out  of  the  area  and  led  to  commercial  development  of  private  holdings 
so  substantial  as  to  threaten  to  destroy  the  unique  wilderness  character 
of  the  area. 

To  meet  this  threat,  Congress  enacted  the  act  of  June  22,  1948, 
authorizing  purchase  by  the  Forest  Service  of  private  holdings  within 
a  designated  part  of  the  roadless  area  and  the  appropriation  of 
$500,000  for  tins  purpose.  Because  of  the  increase  in  land  values 
for  recreational  purposes  and  the  commercial  development  of  private 
lands  which  have  taken  place,  the  original  authorization  has  proved 
inadequate  to  do  the  job  intended.  This  bill  will  extend  the  purchase 
program  to  an  additional  area  of  about  15,000  acres  within  the  road¬ 
less  area  and  authorize  an  increase  in  appropriations  to  $2.5  million. 

DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL 

Following  is  the  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  recom¬ 
mending  enactment  of  the  bill  and  setting  out  in  some  detail  the  need 
for  the  legislation : 

Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  February  9,  1956.

House  of  Representatives. 

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  for 
a  report  on  H.  K.  8657,  a  bill  to  amend  the  act  of  June  22,  1948  (62 
Stat.  568),  and  for  other  purposes. 

We  recommend  the  enactment  of  H.  R.  8657. 

The  act  of  June  22,  1948,  to  safeguard  and  consolidate  certain  areas 
of  exceptional  public  value  within  the  Superior  National  Forest, 
State  of  Minnesota,  and  for  other  pinposes,  authorizes  and  directs  the 
Secretary  of  Agricidture,  with  the  approval  of  the  National  Forest 
Reservation  Commission,  to  acquire  any  lands  or  interest  in  lands 
situated  within  a  described  part  of  the  Superior  National  Forest, 
Minn.,  where  in  his  opinion  development  or  exploitation,  or  poten¬ 
tialities  for  development  or  exploitation,  of  such  lands  impair  or 
threaten  to  impair  the  unique  qualities  and  natural  features  of  this 
area.  The  described  land  is  part  of  a  designated  roadless  area  within 
the  Superior  National  Forest  and  is  a  wilderness  canoeing  country  of 
outstanding  value.  Section  6  of  the  1948  act  authorized  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  not  to  exceed  $500,000.  This  sum  has  been  appropriated. 

H.  R.  8657  would  (1)  extend  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  22, 
1948,  to  additional  lands,  which  are  also  Avithin  the  roadless  area; 
(2)  increase  to  $2,500,000  the  sum  authorized  to  be  appropriated; 
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and  (3)  provide  that  the  effective  date  of  application  of  section  5  of 
the  1948  act  to  the  lands  covered  by  H.  R.  8657  would  be  as  of  the 
close  of  fiscal  year  1959.  Section  5  relates  to  payments  to  counties 
in  lieu  of  taxes  of  tlrree-fourths  of  1  percent  of  fair  value  of  the  national 
forest  lands  involved. 

The  Superior  roadless  area  includes  about  1  million  acres  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  Superior  National  Forest.  It  is  an  area  of  lakes, 
forests,  and  streams  ideally  suited  for  outdoor  recreation,  and  uniquely 
adapted  for  canoeing  trips  under  comparatively  primitive  conditions. 
In  1955  an  estimated  70,000  canoeists  used  the  area  in  addition  to 
other  recreationists. 

For  several  decades  efforts  have  been  in  progress  to  preserve  and 
restore  the  wilderness  conditions  of  this  area.  The  act  of  July  10, 
1930  (46  Stat.  1020)  provided  for  retention  by  the  Government  of 
Federal  lands,  preservation  of  timber  along  lakes  and  streams,  and 
maintenance  of  lake  and  stream  levels  within  a  large  area,  including 
the  present  roadless  area.  The  act  of  June  22,  1948,  provided  addi¬ 
tional  authority  for  purchase  of  non-Federal  tracts  in  the  northerly 
two-thu*ds  of  the  roadless  area.  Reports  by  this  Department  on 
S.  1090  and  H.  R.  6420,  80th  Congress,  discuss  the  background  and 
problems  in  this  area.  The  Quetico  Provincial  Park,  a  similar  area 
managed  for  generally  similar  objectives  by  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
adjoins  on  the  north. 

Although  the  act  of  June  22,  1948,  did  not  apply  to  all  of  the  road¬ 
less  area,  it  did  include  that  portion  where  action  to  consolidate  public 
ownership  was  most  urgent  at  the  time.  However,  the  part  of  the 
roadless  area  not  covered  by  the  1948  act  is  equally  important  to  the 
public  and  in  order  to  preserve  its  vdlderness  qualities  the  act  of  June 
22,  1-948,.  needs  to  be  extended. 

With  respect  to  our  recommendation  to  increase  the  appropriation 
authorization,  such  increase,  if  implemented,  would  permit  completion 
of  purchases  of  privately  owned  lands  in  the  area  covered  by  the  1948 
act  and  also  purchases  in  the  additional  area  covered  by  H.  R.  8657. 
An  increased  authorization  for  the  area  covered  by  the  1948  act  is 
necessitated  by  (1)  increases  in  property  values  in  the  area  generally, 
due  to  a  greatly  accelerated  interest  in  and  use  of  the  lake  country 
of  northern  Minnesota,  and  (2)  omission  in  the  original  estimates  of 
certain  properties  which  now  appear  desirable. 

The  substantial  investment  which  the  United  States  already  has  in 
the  roadless  area  should  be  protected  and  the  program  of  consolidation 
completed.  Property  in  this  area  contmues  to  be  improved,  thus 
adding  to  ultimate  cost  of  purchase.  Hence,  prompt  completion  of  the 
consolidation  program  will  tend  to  result  in  lower  total  costs  than  if 
the  program  is  delayed. 

Within  the  roadless  area  now  covered  by  the  1948  act  there  are 
24,650  acres  in  154  ownerships  which  should  be  acquired  to  meet  the 
purposes  of  that  act;  26  of  these  ownerships  are  used  for  commercial 
resort  purposes,  37  are  improved  with  cabins  or  other  structures,  and 
91  are  unimproved.  Within  the  roadless  area  not  covered  by  the 
1948  act  and  to  which  H.  R.  8657  would  apply  there  are  96  properties 
comprising  15,000  acres,  of  which  5  are  used  for  commercial  resorts, 
36  have  other  improvements,  and  55  are  unimproved.  It  is  estiipated 
that  the.lands  and  properties  still  to  be  acquired  in  the  roadless  area 
covered  by  both  the  1948  act  and  H.  R.  8657  will  require  an  additional 
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$2  millioQ.  Accordingly,  it  is  recommended  that  the  appropriation 
authorization  be  increased  from  $500,000  to  $2,500,000. 

With  respect  to  the  item  in  H.  R.  8657  regarding  national  forest 
receipts:  Section  5  of  the  act  of  June  22,  1948,  provides  for  payment 
to  the  State  from  national  forest  receipts,  for  distribution  to  counties 
in  which  the  described  lands  are  situated,  of  three-fourths  of  1  percent 
of  the  fair-appraised  value  of  national  forest  land  in  the  described  area, 
and  for  reappraisal  of  such  value  at  lO-year  intervals.  Such  reap¬ 
praisal  will  next  occur  in  fiscal  year  1959;  hence  the  reason  for  making 
the  close  of  fiscal  year  1959  the  effective  date  of  application  of  section 
5  of  the  1948  act  to  the  area  covered  by  H.  R.  8657.  In  the  interim, 
the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  May  23,  1908,  and  March  1,  1911  (16 
U.  S.  C.  500),  which  direct  payment  of  25  percent  of  the  receipts  from 
the  national  forest  to  the  States,  for  benefit  of  schools  and  roads  of  the 
counties  where  the  national  forest  lands  are  situated,  would  continue 
to  applj'  to  this  area. 

Although  the  general  policy  of  this  Department  is  not  to  favor  in¬ 
creasing  the  Federal  acreage  in  national  forests,  we  believe  for  the 
reasons  stated  above  that  the  Superior  roadless  area  is  a  justified 
exception  to  this  policy.  Enactment  of  H.  R.  8657  therefore  is 
recommended. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  the  enactment  of  this  pro¬ 
posed  legislation  would  be  in  accord  with  the  progi’am  of  the 
President.

not  exceeding  five  hundred  acres  in  the  aggregate,  shall  be  condemned 
if  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  this  Act  it  is  encumbered  with  a 
structure  or  structures  of  a  permanent  type  suitable  for  human  occu¬ 
pancy  and  if  the  owner  thereof  files  written  objections  before  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  time  for  answering  the  petition  in  the  proceedings. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  authority  granted  in  section  1  of  this  Act  shall  be

.MATH  TERMINATION  ACT 

(Mrs.NoREEN  of  Oregon  asked  and 
was  giv^  permission  to  address  the 
House  for  \1  minute  and  to  revise  and 
extend  her^marks.) 

Mrs.  ore™  of  Oregon.  Mr.  Speaker, 
I  have  today  introduced  two  bills,  H.  R. 
11659  and  H.  R.\11660,  to  amend  Public 
Law  587,  83d  Con^ss,  the  Klamath  Ter¬ 
mination  Act.  TnW  Klamath  Reserva¬ 
tion  is  not  in  my  district.  However,  as 
an  Oregonian  and  a  number  of  the  In¬ 
dian  Affairs  Subcommikee  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Interior  ^d  Insular  Af-y 
fairs,  I  am  vitally  conceded  that  th« 
termination  of  the  United  S^tes  trusty- 
ship  for  the  Klamath  Indian\be  accM 
plished  as  well  and  as  wisely  ^  poyble 
and  that  the  welfare  of  the  Iixdiajas  be 
served  to  the  fullest  measure. 

The  objectives  of  both  these  biM^Jiave 
been  approved  by  the  executyre  ^m- 
mittee  of  the  Klamath  Trilfe.  They 
have  the  support  and  approral  of  tf 
tribal  attorneys.  I  should  li^  to  include 
at  the  end  of  my  remarks  ^pies  of  the 
two  resolutions  expressin^the  views  of 
the  Klamath  executive  jmmmittee. 

It  has  become  increyingly  apparent 
that  the  amendments  here  proposed  are 
necessary  and  should  Aot  be  longer  de¬ 
layed.  These  bills  d/  not  challenge  the 
basic  purpose  of  tae  termination  law. 
They  simply  ameiuf  it  to  correct  certain 
acknowledged  depots  and  thereby  in 
fact  insure  that/the  original  intent  of 
Congress  will  b^uccessfully  carried  out. 
These  bills  should  not  be  controversial, 
in  view  of  thf  widespread  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  their  need.  I  hope,  therefore, 
that  they  can  be  expeditiously  consid¬ 
ered  and  exacted  into  law.  I  should  like 
briefly  t<y  explain  the  background  and 
purpose  /f  these  bills. 

PINANCiyL  RESPONSIBILITY  OP  THE  UNITED 

STATy  GOVERNMENT  FOB  TERMINATION  PLAN- 

NINJ 

Hjfe.  11659  is  a  very  simple  measure. 
Public  Law  587  now  charges  the  cost 
of/planning  termination  against  the 
fimds  of  the  Klamath  Tribe.  In  the  case 
the  Menominee  Tribe  in  Wisconsin,  a 
irery  similar  case,  this  House  recently 
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passed  legislation  to  transfer  this  finan¬ 
cial  obligation  to  the  United  States  Go^y 
ernment.  It  is,  I  believe,  generally  re/- 
ognized  that  in  terminating  its  respon¬ 
sibilities  to  the  Indians  and  withdrawing 
itself  from  the  burden  of  trusteeship;  the 
United  States  should  properly  b^:  the 
cost  of  its  action.  Therefore,  ^e  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Interior  and  thafeureau 
of  the  Budget  made  no  objectmn  to  the 
similar  action  in  the  case  of  Menom- 
inees.  See  letter  of  May  3,A956,  from 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Imerior,  Wes¬ 
ley  A.  D’Ewart,  to  Ch^man  Clair 
Engle,  House  Committee  on  Interior  and 
Insular  Affairs.  See  al^etter  from  As¬ 
sistant  Secretary  to  Onairman  Engle 
dated  February  24,  1956.  I  trust,  there¬ 
fore,  in  light  of  the  Department’s  posi¬ 
tion  and  the  recent  /ction  of  this  House 
in  the  case  of  the /Menominees  we  will 
in  all  fairness  promptly  act  to  transfer 
this  financial  bumen  from  the  Klamath 
Tribe  to  the  Uimed  States  Government 
where  it  properly  belongs,  by.  enacting 
H.R.  11659. 

INSURING  ORDERLY  TERMINATION 

My  seco^  bill,  H.  R.  11660,  looks  to 
the  anticipated  completion  of  appraisal 
of  tribal  pssets  in  February  of  next  year. 
It  is  intonded  simply  to  correct  a  defect 
in  the  Mnguage  of  the  present  law  which 
could  illlow  a  very  unfortunate  and  pre- 
matye  liquidation  of  assets  following 
the yfppraisal.  Public  Law  587  now  pro- 
viMs  that  immediately  upon  completion 
ofAhe  appraisal  each  Indian  shall  have 
^e  opportunity  to  elect  for  himself  and 
his  minor  children  whether  to  withdraw 
^from  the  tribe  and  convert  his  interest 
in  the  undivided  assets  into  cash.  The 
Stanford  Research  Institute  which 
studied  this  situation  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  specialists  appointed  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Interior  has  reported  that  well 
over  half  the  tribe  will  choose  to  take 
their  individual  interests  and  get  out. 
Now  if  that  should  happen,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  would  be  forced  to  sell 
assets  prematurely,  perhaps  even  on  a 
“fire  sale”  forced  liquidation  basis  in 
order  to  pay  them.  Any  sensible  termi¬ 
nation  plan  might  then  be  impossible. 
U^at  is  the  plain  language  of  the  law. 
nis  is  why  one  of  the  management  spe- 
ci^sts  said  recently  that  “if  this  bill  is 
carried  out  as  written  and  strictly  fol- 
loweck^one  of  the  finest  stands  of  timber 
will  b^destroyed.” 

The  plmblem  has  been  very  well  ex¬ 
plained  bk  the  Washington  correspond¬ 
ent  of  the  Ju  tland  Oregonian  in  a  recent 
article.  I  si^ld  like  to  include  that 
article  by  A.^bert  Smith  at  the  end 
of  my  remarksN 

Consequently,  ^the  law  now  reads,  we 
are  confronted  witla  a  situation  in  which 
by  February  of  next\ear,  the  possibilities 
of  orderly  and  benefi^l  termination  for 
the  Klamaths  may  bk  foreclosed  by  a 
forced  liquidation  of  as^ts.  In  order  to 
prevent  this — in  order  1^mply  to  give 
time  for  the  Congress  ank  the  appro¬ 
priate  oflicials  to  deal  witiKthis  situa¬ 
tion — H.  R.  11660  provides  thk  after  the 
submission  of  the  appraisal  to  Qie  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Interior  no  action  shall  be 
taken  to  vest  individual  rightsVor  9 
months.  It  provides  that  upon  rl^ipt 
of  the  appraisal  and  report  from  \he 
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Public  Law  607  -  84th  Congress 
Chapter  425  -  2d  Session
